UNTAX SUGAR. 

_In the scheme for untaxing the necessaries of 
life, particularly foods, the duty on sugar is pe- 
culiarly susceptible to assault. In ad valorem 
terms, the tariff? rate on sugar is 78.87 per cent. 
On champagne it is 70 per cent, on automobiles 
45, on furs 50, on paintings and statuary 15 and 
on diamonds 10 per cent. 

The total amount of the tariff tax.on sugar is 
$150,000,000 a year. The per capita consumption 
last year was 81.6 pounds, or. practically 408 
pcunds per family. Sugar costs the average farm- 
er and workingman $8 per year more than it 
would if untaxed. 

: The justification offered for the tax is found in 
the protection of the sugar growers of Louisiana, 
and there are new arguments that the sugar plant- 
ers of Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippinés 
need the protection, although they were not con- 
sidered when the rate was fixed. Raw sugar was 
finally admitted free from those places, in the 
face of the most vigorous opposition from the 
beet sugar interests, the trust and Louisiana. 
From these sources, however, only 23 per cent of 
the total amount consumed is secured, and all are 
completely controlled by the Sugar Trust. None 
cf them needs protection, 

| The Committee of Wholesale Grocers, formed 
two years ago to secure a reduction in the tariff 
rate on sugar, has pointed out that ’ Louisiana 
planters refuse to deal with independent refineis 
and sell under agreement to the trust at 90 cents 
per hundred “under the parity of the markets of 
the world.” This is a voluntary reduction of the 
quantity of their “protection” by 50 per cent and 
conclusive proof that they don't need it all, if théy 
need any. Beet sugar production is under trust 
‘control. It is only 13 per cent of the consumption 
and so profitable that’ the Michigan Sugar Co.—in 
the State most unfavorable to beet culture—recent- 
ly declared a stock dividend of 35 per cent, a regu- 
lar quarterly dividend of 1% per cent and had a 
surplus of $1,200,000 left. Michigan farmers dislike 
‘beet: culture and experience has: shown that the 
profit is in refining, not fin cultivating beets. It 
tas been further demonstrated that beet sugar 
making would be profitable at 2.5--cents per 
pound. 

The more the subject is examined, the more un- 
just the tariff tax appears. The only point of ar- 
gument left is the revenue. But this country has 
/no policy and no need to raise revenue by means 
of an outrageous and exorbitant tax on a food 
necessity. Sugar should be untaxed.

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THE REVIVAL OF DEMOCRACY. 

In a recent speech Gov. Woodrow Wilson of New 
Jersey.called attention to the persistent rumcrs 
current some time ago that there was danger of 
establishing a monarchy in this country, While 
declaring that the idea was foolish, Gov. Wilson 
did not fail to state that it was hailed by some 
with unconcealed satisfaction. He then outlined 
ithe theory of those who would protect the people 
against themselves by kindly doing their thinking 
for them, following it up by acting for them 
without their co-operation and consent. 
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According to the Medical Record, Dr. Charles 
EF. Woodruff of the United States Army, protests 
egainst the accepted stories that the Japanése 
army in its war against Russia enjoyed a re- 
markable immunity from disease, due to the won- 
derful sanitary atrangements. which were en- 
forced. On the contrary, the figures issued hy 
the Japanese Government show, says Dr. Wood- 
ruff, that the proportion of sickness and deaths 
from disease in the Japanese army at the front 
was as great or greater than that of the Russians.

MUNICH April 15.—Prince Luitpold,~the 90- 
year-old regent of Bavaria, lately administered 
his Suzerain, Emperor William, a tacit rebuke 
which Bavarians are chatting &ver merrily. When 
visiting Munich some time ago, the Emperor’ 
rwrote in the Golden Book of the city his well; 
known motto, “Regis voluntas suprema lex” 
(the will of the King is the supreme law). On 
his ninetieth birthday, March 12, Prince Luitpold 
was asked to write something in the Golden 
Book. He turned up the page next to the Kaiser’s 
sighature and wrote: 

“If I have succeeded in winning, as it seems, 
the affections of the Bavarian people, it is be- 
cnuse I have had wise counselors who‘have per-

Despite his years Prince Luitpold is still an 
active huntsman. Last autumn, while shooting 
in the mountains, he wounded a chamois, which 
got away.

The Prince refused and 
was stepping into fhe water when the dog's 
owner raised his gun and informed the Prince 
that unless he put on his boots again he would 
shoot. the dog.

12.90c for October, an ‘adv. ance from Sat- 
urday’s close of 8 to 17 points. Tues- 
day’s and Wednesday's market was duli 
at slightly lower levels. Wednesday's 
close was 14.58c for May, 14.5ic for July 
snd 12.81 for October. 

Heavy Sales iu Liverpool. 


Thursday morning's Liverpool cables 
Were a surprise, being about 10 Ameri- 
can points stronger than expected.

Within the past six months Missis- 
sippi County has lost two efficient of- 
ficers through the ‘‘bootleggers.” 

Robert L. Ferguson, city marshal of 


Osceola, was the last victim of the mur- 
derous “bootlegger.”” He was shot and 
kifled by Harry Coats in an attempt te 
take an arrest for violations of the 
. Arkansas liquor laws. Robert Dean, a 
“deputy sheriff of Mississippi County, 
Was shot in ‘the head and seriously 
wounded by Coats, but he is now recov- 
ering in a Memphis hospital. 

On most of the islands of the Mis- 
sissippi River between Arkansas. and 
‘'@nnessee the bootlegger plies his illicit 
trade, occasionally passing over to the 
states on either bank of the river to 
peddle his' Wares. In former years the 
same condition existed on the islands 
between Arkansas and Mississippi, but 
Gov. Noel came from Mississippi to call 

““’n.Gov. Donaghey and they arranged a 
law which prevented further illicit sale 
of liquor there without one-state’s hav- 
ing jurisdiction over the act.

‘This illicit trade has gone on for years, 
the officers of “Mississippi County keep- 
ing up a relentless, but costly fight 
with the ‘“‘bootleggers.’’

The liquor dealer can slip away to his 
fane’ concealed island and there keep at 
bay a whole army of officers. One man 
well armed can lie at a vantage point 
in @ canebrake and make it very dan- 
gerous for all the officers to attempt to 
reach the island.

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THOR OF INCOME 
TAX AMENDMENT 
SURE OF SUCCESS 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—"I consider 
it absolutely certain that the constitu- 
tional amendment authorizing the levy- 
ing of a tax on incomes will be rati- 
fied by the necessary thirty-five States.” 

This is the declaratién of Senator 
Brown of Nebraska, author of the 
amendment, who has been in close 
touch with the State Legislatures. 

Senater Brown had been notified that 
the Legislature of Tennessee had rati- 
_ fied the amendment. This makes a total 
of thirty-one State Legislatures that 
have taken affirmative action. Similar 
approval by four additional States will 
make the amendment Operative. 

Brown regards eventual ratification 
by Minnesota, Florida, Arkansas and 
New Hampshire as assured. He con- 
siders it probable that New York, Utah 
and Wyoming also will take favorgble 
action. 

No specific period is. fixed in which 
ratification must be accomplished. If 
a Legislature, as did New York, re- 
jects the amendment, it may be recon- 
sideréd at any time. Affirmative action 
alone is conclusive. New Mexico and 
Arizone will have no opportunity of 
passing on the income tax amendment 
unless they shall be admitted prior to 
its final disposition. In that event 
ratification by thirty-six States will be 
esential to make the change e effective.

Business Men’s Organization 
Committee Discusses Trans- 
portation on Mississippi. 


‘CONVENTION WORK BEGUN 


City’s Adwantages Will Be Pre 
sented to National Organiza- 
tions of Both Parties.

Plans .for a river freight line be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans to 
extend this city’s business into hith- 
erto unreached fields, and efforts to 
obtain both the Democratic and Re- 
publican National Conventions in 
1912, .are among the. activities 
launched by the St. Louis Business 
Men’s League in its. campaign fox 
the advancement of the city. 

In the ‘offices of the league yes- 
terday, @ special compmittee on _ friv- 
er line met for the first time and dis- 
cussed the scope and phases of per- 
manent transportation facilities on 
the Mississippi. James E. Smith, for- 
mer president of the league, presided. 
On the: committee, are two large ship- 
pers, a traffic expert, a navigation 
expert and a waterways ergineer. 

Lyman E. Cooley of Chicago, is the 
river expert chosen by the league to 
formulate information about the Mis- 
sissippi River’s worth as a perman- 
ent business factor between °° the 
Southeastern States and Texas. Os- 
car C. Barrett, owner of the Barrett 
Towboat Line of Cincinnati, a con- 
cern that operates an the Ohio Riv- 
er, is the committee’s navigation ex- 
pert, and P. W. Coyle of the Business 
Men’s League, is the traffic expert. 
A. L. Shapleigh and Murray Carle- 
ton represents the city’s shippers on 
the committee. 

Plan Long Considered. 

For six years, the league has been 
considering plans to extend St. Louis’ 
business field into the Southeastern 
Stateg and Texas. These distrjcts 
have Biways been considered legitt- 
mate St. Louis territory, but prohibi- 
tive freight rates barred‘the way by 
giving advantages to New York City 
and New Orleans. The latter city 
had the advantage of St. Louis in 
Texas, while New York, although a 
third again as far away from the 
Southeastern states, could undersell 
St. Louis merchants. 

This disadvantage was a result of St. 
Louis’ Jack of a waterway. From New 
York a line of steamers ply to Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., and Savannah, Ga. Its rates 
forced the Southern Railway to compete 
with it, and necessarily the . railroad 
freight rates fell to the disadvantage 
of St. Louis. The same condition ex- 
ists between New Orleans and Galves- 
ton because of steamer lines. / 

In vain St. Louis appealed to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for re- 
dress, always receiving the reply that 
St. Louis rates were equitable, there be- 
ing no water competition to force rail- 
road rates down. Only recently the com- 
mission threatened to raise St. Louis 
rates to the South, a move that has- 
tened thé league’s activities on the 
river line project. 

Secretary W. Flewellyn Saunders de- 
clares that once the river line is started 
railroad, rates will automatically adjust 
themselves. He believes such a line 
would double the freight tonnage of the 
city in 10 years. 

Following the organization and dis- 


|cussion of the committee, the body ad- 


journed to meet at a future time, with 


.reports on the feasibility and need of 


such a line. Each member of the com- 
mittee will submit a report on the 
phase with which he is most familiar. 
The shippers will furnish statistics on 
the volume of business to be gained by 
the city, and showing how St. Louls is 
handicapped by the lack of a water line. 
The ¢gommittee will also report on a 
type of boat to carry the traffic. 

> Working for Conventions. 

Secretary’ Saunders-says a hot. and 
systematic campaign is now on for the 
national conventions. Already letters 
have been sent the national committee- 
tien of both parties, telling them of 
the exceptional advantages St. Louis 
offers as a meeting place. Its central 
location, its Coliseum, which is claimed 
to be the finest gathering place of its 
in this country, and St. Loujs’ 
beauty as a residence piace are being 
urged as inducenfents for the commit- 
tees to come and visit us. 

To bring a national convention to 
St. Louis costs between $40,000 and 
$60,000, so that the league in endeav- 
oring to get both gatherings stands 
ready to raise $100,000 to entertain 


This money is to be raised 
by subscription among St. Louis busi- 
ness men. The conditions upon which 
it will be solicited will be 100 per .cent 
of subscriptions if the city gets both 
conventions, 50 per cent for,one and 
10 per cent if both organizations fail 
to decide on St. Louis. The 10 per cent 
is to be used in urging the two com- 
mittees to select St. Louls. Subscrib- 
ers will get the value of their money 
in tickets. ° 

Secretary Saunders feels confident 
that St. Louis wil] be chosen by the 
Republican ¢ommitteemen. Thus far 
no city has entered into competition 
with St. Louis for the honor. Ernest 
E. Hart, a member of the committee, 
journered te St. Louis to look over 
the Coliseum. Baltimore has put in a 
bid for the Demorratic national convep- 
tion, but St. Louls promises her a hard 
ght before she gets it.

STATUTES SUCREED 
LAWS OF MOSESIN |f* 
KANSAS COURTS 


Supreme Tribunal Holds State 
Act, Not Sun to Sun Rule, 
Governs Monthly Employes. 


EIGHT HOURS ENFORCED 


- 


But Now Case in Which No Pre- 
cedent Lies Will Supply An- 
other Test of Ancient Law. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 15.—The Laws 
of Moses do not prevail in Kansas. The 
Kansas Supreme Court has held that 
while it had all due respect for the 
Mosaic law, still the statutes of the 
State did not. mention these laws as 
particular - statutory provisions, hence 
the laws of Moses, as laid down in Exo- 
dus, Leviticus, Deuteronomy and Mal- 
achi are void officially in the Sunflower 
State. 

In two suits in the Supreme Court, 
one already decided and the other to be 
decided within-a few days, the attor- 
neys for one side or the other laid much 


.stress on Biblical statutes and argued 


that while there might be no specific 
statute adopting the Moasic law, still 
the laws have been recognized for hun- 
dreds and thousands of years. It was 
shown that many people paid little or 
no attention to any statutory law, but 
they obeyed strictly the laws of the 
Bible and found it exceedingly easy to 
keep out of the laws. 

Bible Argument for Wages. 
In Exodus, Deuteronomy and Levi- 

ticus are found laws for the payment 
of wages. A man paid by the month 
could be compelled to work from sun 
up to sundown, and then on into the 
evening. A man paid by the day could 
be compelled to work only from the 
rising of the sun to the setting. In a 
suit against the city of Ottawa for 
violating the eight-hour law, that pro- 
hibits workmen on public work being 
kept on duty more than eight hours, 
these laws were cited. The attorneys 
for the city of Ottawa actually laid 
more stress on the Mosaic law than on 
the statutes or Court decisions. -The 
employes at the water and light plant 
were being worked in two shifts of 
12 hours each, and as these employes 
were paid by the month, it was argued, 
that under the laws of the Jews the 
city had the right to compel the men 
to continue at labor until it saw fit 
to put others in the places. 

In deciding the case against the city, 
the Supreme Court, in a decision writ- 
ten by R.’A. Burch, Associate Justice, 
said: 

“An argument is made that because 
these employes are paid by the month 
the statute has not been violated. The 
principal authorities cited are Exodus, 
Deuteronomy and Leviticus. Much as 
it respects the laws referred to, the 
Court feels it is bound by the act of 
the Kansas Legislature regulating labor 
under the sociological conditions exist- 
ing in this State.’’ 

As Applied to Taxes. 

Kansas City, Mo., owns its own water- 
works. The intake in the Missouri 
River and the settling basins and miles 
of heavy flowlines’ are in Kansas, sev- 
eral miles above Kansas City, Kan. All 
property belonging to the State, cities, 
counties, townships and school districts 
is exempt from taxation. Until last 
year the property of the Kansas City 
(Mo.) waterworks in Kansas was ex- 
empt. Then it was discovered that 
there was no law that actually permit- 
ted this and the property was placed 
on the tax rolls. 

Kansas City, Mo., brought a suit to. 
prevent the collection of the tax. In .the 
arguments presented to the Supreme 
Court it was admitted by the attorneys 
for the Missouri city that there was no 
statute, or court décisions,; on the sub- 
ject so complete, reliance was placed 
in the Mosaic law. The following ¢uota- 
tions from the Bible were inserted into 
the records: 

Also, thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger, for ye know the heart of 
a stranger, seeing ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt.—Ex.’ 23 9. 

And if a stranger sojourn wth 
thee in your land, ye shall not vex 
him.—Lev. 19, 33. 

And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, hear the causes be- 
tween your brethren and judge right- 
eously between every man and his 
brother, and the stranger that is 
with him.—Deut. 1, 16. 

And I will come near to you to 
judgment and I will be a swift wit- 
ness against those that turn 
aside a stranger from his right.— 
Mal. 3, 5. 

Drawing the Distinction. 
Tt was argued that the Missouri City’s 


within the gates of Kansas and that it 
ought not to be. taxed, as one State 
should not take jurisdiction over the 
person or the property of persons liv- 
Ing in other- States. If a man should 
damage the flow. lines or water plant 
of Kansas City, Mo., in Kansas, the 
Missouri city would prosecute the crim- 
inal under the Kansas laws and in 
Kansas courts. 

But the property of foreigners can 
only be taxed as. Kansas property is 
taxed and this kind of property being 
exempt in Kansas, it was urged that 
the same sort of property belong to 
a city of another State be exempted.

Louis manfully in- 
sisted that his aunt be rescued before 
any attention be paid his injuries. 

“Never mind me, I'm all right, get 
Aunt Luta out, please, quick,” he told 
Dr. Benjamin Shanklin, who had wit- 
nessed the accident. Then Louis put 
his hand over the bleeding cut be- 
neath his left eye and ran around” to 
see if he couldn’t help the men with 
the jacks. 

Run Down by Truck. 

About 9 a. m., Miss Brooks, who 
keeps house for her brother-in-law, 
Peter Oakes, at his home, 1818 South 
Compton avenue, and acts as mother 
to Léuis, started downtown with the 
boy. At Compton and Park avenues, 
they started to cross Compton. Miss 
Brooks saw a big truck of the Stifel 
Union Brewery Co. loaded with beer, 
coming east on Park avenue. 

When they were about the middle 
of the street, with Louis a few feet 
ahead, the truck swerved suddenly 
and came directly toward them. The 
chauffeur said afterward, that he 
sounded a warning. Neither Miss 
Brooks or Loulg heard it, they said. 

The big machine struck Louis a 
glancing blow that hurled him to 
the pavement. It knocked Miss Brooks 
down, and dragged her a few feet. 
By the time the truck was brought 
to a stop, several men had hurried to 
the gcene. They found Louts stag- 
gering in a dazed Way toward the 
truck, calling for his aunt, while 
Miss’ Brooks lay motionless beneath 
it. . 

Pintoned in Street. 

Not knowing whether she was alive

An examination showed that the 
woman's left leg was bent in such a 
way that a front wheel of the truck 
held it, both above and below the 
knee. The engine pan, which hung 
low, rested on her body. 

When jacks, taken from the tool 
chest of the truck, had lifted ft far 
enough for the rescuers to pull her 
out, Miss Brooks was taken to the 
office of Dr. E. T. Urban, 8151 Park 
avenue.

Notwithstanding a decrease of several 
millions of dollars in the assessment of 
banks, trust companies and insurance 
corporations, the tax rgte this year, it 
is announced, will not be raised above 
$2.22 per $190, the figure at ;which it 
has stood for several years. The Board | 


of Education will, this year, ask for a. 
levy of 50 cents per $100 for its benefit, 
instead of\ 66 cents per $100, according 
to officials at the city hall. 

The Board of Equalization adjourned 
Saturday after drawing up its fin re- 
port. 

Practically all the increase in assess- 
ments for 1911 will be borne by owners 
of real estate. A large share of this 
burden will fall on propefty in the cen: | 
tral part of the city and new residential | 
districts in the western, southwestern | 
and northwestern sections. The increase | 
of total of assessable property for 1911 
is estimated at $6,000,000. 

An attempt by Assessor Brinkop to in- 
crease the assessment of the capital 
stook of banks and trust companies 
from a basis of 55 per cent to 100 per 
cent proved unsuccessful. Instead, fol- 
lewing the example of the State Board 
ef Equalization, the loca] board lowered 
the assessable valuation of the stock 
to 50 per cent. 

~ Means Loss of $3,000,000. 

This reduction in the basis of assess- 
ment of such stocks decreased _ the 
amount ef assessable property in 8t. 
Louis by more than $3,000,000, cempared 
with last year’s figures, although there 
are 30 banks in St. Louis this year as 
against 27 In 1910. This curtailment, 
like that tin the oase of the trust com- 
panties and ether such corporations, will 
be more than offset by the raising of 
valuations on real estate and persona! 
preperty. 

The total increase in the assessable 
valuation ef real estate was $17,137,340. 
The largest increase was $6,000,000 on 
property in the district between Mar- 
ket street, Lucas avenue, the river and 
Taylor avenue. In the section between 
Laclede avenue, Page avenue, Taylor 
avenue and the city limits there was an 
increase of $3,297,600. 

Values along the railroads tn the 
Mili Creek Valley were raised only 
$500,000, while in the district west of 
the river to the city limits and south 
of Chouteau avenue there was an in- 
crease of $3,255,890. 

Assessments made on the stocks of 
the 90 banks totaled $24,578,750; on 15 
trust companies, $18,365,020; on in- 
surance companies, $2,251,560, and on 
public service” corporations, $14,270,- 
000. | 

Franchise Assessments Lew. 

The valuation fixed, on the fran- 
chises of all the public service cor- 
porations in the city was $2,000,000 
below the appraisement the Public 
Service Commission made of the prop- 
erties of the Union Bilectric Light & 
Power Co. alone. 

The largest assessment made on the 
stock of any bank was that of the 
National Bank of Commerce, which 
will have to pay on $8,498,010. The 
Mechantios-Ameritcan National Bank 
comes next with an assessment of 
$3,484,550. The Mississippi Valley 
ranks first among the trust compan- 
ies, with an assesagment of $5,763,920. 
Adolphus Busch this year will have 
the distinction of paying the largest 
personal gtax bill. His assessment 
for personality is $667,540. Among the! 
estates that of William MoMilien will 
be the largest personal taxpayer, hav- 
ing been assessed at $1,350,000. 

Nearly all the wealthiest men of St. 
Louls have saved Assessor Brinkop 
the trouble of assessing them by vol- 
unteering their returns of personal 
property. As a consequence the fig- 
ures behind their names are not 
nearly so imposing as was the case

She roomed with 
Mrs. Sarah: Kinder of 1309 Franklin av- 
enue, and had been there so long she 
had almost come to be one of the fam- 
ily. Lucile, the oldest of the four Kin- 
der children, could hardly be consoled 
for the loss of her dear ‘“‘older sister ”’ 
Caresses for Child. 

Miss Moebes gave Lucile a dime so 
she could go to a moving picture show 
Friday evening and a nickel for candy. 
The girl returned home and was un- 
dressing in her mother’s room when 
Miss Moebes called her. 

Miss Moebes wanted a lamp, and Lu- 
cile got it for her. 

“You must always be a good girl,”’ 
she told the child; ‘‘and remember me 
when I am gone.”’ Then she asked 
what time it was. - Lucile left the room 
to find out and returned to find that 
Miss Moebes had swallowed nearly all 
the contents of a bottle which had been 
standing on the table beside the bed. 
She kissed the child repeatedly, and 
asked her for the picture of her sister, 
which was on the mantel. 

“I will soon be with you,” she told 
the photograph, as she kissed it. 

Then Lucile saw that she was ill, and 
called Mrs. Kinder. 

Coulda’t Find a Doctor. 

Mra. Kinder found Miss Moebes suf- 
fering terribly. She looked all over 
the neighborhood for a doctor, but 
could not find one. When she came 
back Miss Moebes’ arms had stiffened. 
but she was holding Lucile’s hand 
tight in hers. Then Mrs. Kinder ran 
out and telephoned for an ambulance, 
but when it got there a few minutes 
after 12 she was dead. 

Miss Moebes was born in Germany, 
where she had received a good educa- 
tion. She came to this country when 
she was about 26 years old she 
would not talk much about her past 
life, but spent an hour or two almost 
every evening teaching Mrs. Kinder’s 
children, either helping them with 
their lessons or teaching them things 
they did not study at school. . 

Werrted Over Her Weight. 

Albert Moebes of 1066 Hodiamont 
avenue is a brother of the dead wom- 
an. He said last evening that she 
had been downcast ever since the 
death three months ago, at St. Luke’S

Through Her Mother, Mrs. 
Irene Verdin Langan, De- 
clares Her Grandfather’s 
Wishes Were Not Fulfilled. 


Miss Marian Lemp, 106 years old, 
yesterday filed suit tn the Clroult 
Court to break the will of Mrs. Julia 
Lemp, widow of William J. Lemp, 
the millionaire brewer, Miss Lemp’s' 
grandfather, who shot and killed him- 
self in his home, 8322 South Thir- 
teenth street, Feb. 13, 1904. 

The girl, through her mother, asks 
for a one-eighth share of the $10,000,- 
000 estate of her grandfather. 

The case is expected to hinge on 
the question of whether through the 
sale of stock in the Lemp brewery, 
Miss Lemp disposed of her interest in 
the estate. 


Estate Divided in Seven Parts. 

William J. Lemp, in his will, left 
his entire estate to his wife, Julia, 
stating that she would divide the es- 
tate equally in eight parts between 
the children and his granddaughter, 
Marian, . 

Mrs. Lemp died March 6, 1908. In 
her will she stated that the interest 
of Marian Lemp and her mother had 
been purchased, and the granddaugh- 
ter was left nothing. The petition 
alleges Mrs. Lemp divided the estate 
into only seven parts, and that did 
not carry out the wishes of William 
J. Lemp. 

According to Campbell Allison, at- 
torney for Marian Lemp, the Lemp 
family purchased brewery stock 
which had come to Marian and her 
mother, Mrs. Leon B. Langan, from 
the estate of Marian’s father, Fred- 
erick W. Lemp. He says the stock 
was purchased for $100,000 after an 
offer of $60,000 had been refused. 
The stock had been presented to Fred- 
erick W. Lemp by his father when 
he became 21 years old, in accord- 
ance with a custom of the family. 
After his death it was purchased az it 
was the desire to keep the stock 
ownership in the immediate Lemp 
family. 

The contention is made fn the suit of 
Marian Lemp that she sold nothing 
which had come to her from her grand- 
father’s estate, and that the stock was 
purchased by the Lemp family at a fair 
market price, and the purchase price 
could not be considered as a donation. 

Miss Lemp is a minor, and the suit 
was brought through her mother, Mrs. 
Irene Verdin Langan. The petition 
names all the Lemp heirs as defendants. 

Asks Earnings for Seven Years, 

It net only asks that a ene-eighth In- 
terest In the estate be decreed Miss 
Lemp, but asks an accounting of the 
earnings of her interest in the brewery 
stock, which would amount to many 
thousand dollars during the seven years 
since the death of William J. Lemp. 

The petition alleges that the property 
purchased by the Lemp family came 
into the possession of Marian Lemp 
and her mother befere the wil] of Wil- 
Niam J. Lemp was made, and that it 
was their separate property. 

The petition asks that all the real 
and personal property of WTYlliam J. 
Lemp in the possession of his widow at 
the time of her death be held tn trust 
for the persons ntioned as heirs in 
his will.

Garcia said he would leave a garrison

Benbow City Banker Tells’ Per- 
sons in Court He Was 
Confident at All Times. 





A jury in Judge Taylor’s court last 
night found John 8. Guhman not guilty 
on a third-degree forgery charge made 
against him in connection with the fall- 
ure of the People’s Bank at Benbow 
City; Il. The charge tn the indictment 


against Guhman was that he disposed 
in St. Louis of a forged certificate of 
deposit for $1000 on the Peeple’s Bank. 
It was alleged by the State that Guh- 
man’s purpose in organizing the bank 
was to dispose of spurious certificates of 
deposit. 

The jury was out from 9:15 p. m to 
11.30 p. m. It’s members said that 
they had agreed not to discuss their 
verdict. Guhman said the vérdict was 
what he had expected. 

Jeptha D. Howe; defending Guhman, 
insisted yesterday afternoon that 
the testimony of a dead man ‘be 
enterea in evidence. Patrick M. 
O’Brien, summoned as a witness, died 
within the last month. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Rudolph 
objected to*its admission as evidence, 
but Howe insisted that it was com- 
petent and Judge Taylor sustained 
him. After nearly an hour of argu- 
ment the deposition was admitted. 


Contention of the State. 

One of the contentions of the State 
is that Guhman issued certificates of 
deposit on the bank, filling them with 
fictitious names and then sold them 
with the intent, when the certificates 
fell due, to pretend that the. bank 
had been robbed. One of the eertifi- 
cates for $1000 was made out to Otto 
Laroge and it is a theory of the State 
that no such person existed. 

O’Brien lived formerly at 3828% 
North Market street. His deposition 
was taken Feb. 19, last by Jeptha 
Howe, and Christy Farrar, assistant 
Circuit Attorney. 

O’Brien testified that when he had a 
carpenter shop at 484 Washington av- 
enue, In 1908, he knew Otto Laroge, who 
was an artist in partnership with Henry 
N. Barackers, and that he saw Laroge 
often in a period of several weeks. 


Tells of Bank Scheme, 
Parlier in the day R. H. Dunway had 


testified that Guhman tried to get him 
to join him in the organization ef the 
bank, and outlined to him the. scheme 
of issuing false certificates of deposit 
for $18,000, and pretending that the bank 
was robbed when they fell @ue. Dun- 
way testified that Guhman told him 
that Henry N. Barckers was to be a 
partner with him in the scheme, and 
that he and Barckers were to put a 
fuse In the safe door and touch it off 
after they had bound Dunway to make it 
appear that the rebbers had done it. 

Dunway said he refused to go into 
the scheme. He admitted that hé had 
no admiration for Guhman because, he 
testified, Guhman had failed to account 
to him for $1600 due Dunway en a deed 
of trust sold for him by Guhman.

HINDS CHAMPIONS TAX 


In First Speech He Tells Repre- 
sentatives Free Trade Would 
Hurt U. S. Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The open- 
ing arguments on Canadian reciproc- 
ity were made in the House today 
in two speeches. Claude Kitchin f 
North Carolina, one of the leading 
Domocrata, spoke for three hours in 
favor of the measure, arraigning the 
Republican argument of protection 
for the farmer and characterizing it 
as “humbug.” 

Following him Aster C. Hinds of 


Maine made hig first speech as a 
new member, and aligned himself in 
opposition to the treaty. 

The reciprocity treaty, he said, was 
a menace to national prosperity, in 
threatening to take away from farm- 
ing communities protection for their 
products, 

It wae a day full of interesting de- 
bate and incidents, Mr. Kitchin, 
skillful in repartee, drew frequent in- 
terruptiong from the Republican side 
and kept the House tn a turmoil. He 
paced up and down the mafn aisle 
of the House arraigning the leaders 
on the Republican side who have 
fought fom the protecttve principle, 


He pictured President Taft as com- 
ing to the Democrats on bended knees 
to solicit their support. The success 
of the President's desire for recipros- 
ity with Canada depended upon the 
Democrats, he said. Interruptions 
from insurgent Republican members 
injected much interesting debate into 
the Kitchin speech. He was asked 
if he would vote for free lumber, free 
sugar, less protection on cotton 
goods, and like reductions ‘of the 
tariff. 

“I will vote for free lumber,” said 
M: La Follette of Washington, whom 
Mr. Kitchin had charged with repre- 
senting the lumber interests, “If you 
will vote for free sugar.” 

“All right,” said Mr, Kitchin, “Tl 
vote for both of them.” 

“Will you vote to put all trust- 
controlled articles on the free list?’

13 OUT OF loo CASES

Heaviest Mortality Attributed to 
the Disease in Seven Days 


for Several Years. 


Thirteen of the 219 deaths in St. 
Louls last week were due to scarla- 
tina, more than 100 cases of which have 
been reported to the Health Départ- 
pment. This is the heaviest mortality 
attributable te the disease in this 





city in any one week fer several 


years. 

Two persens died of measles, four of 
diphtherta a@nd one of typhoid. Ery- 
sipelas was mortal in two cases. 
Deaths from pneumonia were 384, a de- 
crease compared with the previous 
week. Sixteen persons died of’ tuber- 
culogis, 12 of bronchitis and one of al- 
coholism. 

There were three persons who killed 
themselves, three homicides and eight 
accidental deaths. Five persons suc- 
cumbed to surgical operations. 

* Births were 42 fewer than in the pre- 
vieus seven days when the total re- 
ported was 810.

The annual report of the Detective 
Department for the year ending April 1 
was made public last night by Chief of 
Detectives Smith. It shows that $028 
cases were handled by the department 
during the year, 978 lawbreakers being

rested and released. 

The department recovered $82,773.18 in 
property and cash during the .2 months. 

The standing of the detectives, figured 
like batting averages, showed M. J. 
O’Brien to be in the lead, with an av- 
erage of .336 per cent for the recovery 
of stolen property, and .2% per cent for 
arrests. Daniel J. Garvey was second, 
with percentages of .195 and .237; 
Michael Usher, third, with .189 and .209, 
and Robert Kaiser and Frank McKenna 
fourth and fifth.

consume more. On this basis, adding 
the tonnage consumed by cranes at 
locomotive coaling stations, the soft 
coal consumed by the railroads within 
the city amounts to 1,710,000 tons each 
year, about 2 per cent of the total 
soft coal consumed in the city. 

Of #00 tons of coal used daily by io- 
comottves, about 150 tons is released 
through the smokestacks as cinders. 
This half-burned fuel is thrown out on 
account of the powerful strength of the 
exhausts as the engines puff over the 
traoks. 

The residence territory, including the 
apartment houses, is classed as one of 
the smoky districts of the city. 


Apartments Incorrigible. 

According to Smoke Inspector Parker, 
the apartment houses are among the 
greatest smoke producers in the city. 
rivaling the power plants. He says the 
owners of these structures are the hard- 
est of smoke violators to handle. While 
the smoke in the business district has 
been decreased 65 per cent, he says, the 
apartment house smoke has been abated 
only 5 per cent. 

The secretary of a civic organization 
and a president of a public service cor- 
poration, who have given study to the 
smoke question, estimate that the an- 
nual financial logs to St. Louis residents 
because of smoke is $7,000,000. On a 
basis of a population of 683,000, the cost 
to each man, woman and child in St.

Big Damage to Books; 

‘A former Public Librarian of St. Louis 
estimated the annual damage to books 
in the public library at $10,000. Librarian 
Bostwick told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday that he cannot give an esti- 
mate of the damage in dollars and cents 

St. Louis smoke does one-third more 
damage to books in the library than 
New York smoke -does to books in the 
New York library, according to Rost- 
wick's figures. He says there are ap- 
proximately 350,00 volumes in the. St. 
Louls libraries. Of these, about 14,000 
will be condemned this yéar, at‘a loss o* 
$1 a volume. This is 4 per cent of the 
total volumes. There are 2,000,000 vol- 
umes in New York's library, he says, 
and the volumes condemned annually 
are 60,000, or 3 per cent of the total. 

“Smoke makes a deposit on books 
that is impossible to remove by vacuum 
cleaning,” said Bostwick, “From the 
above comparison you can figure for 
yourself the volume of smoke you have 
as compared to other large cities."’

The Chicago Smoke Commission _ has 
z0t adopted the ‘‘persuasive” policy 
practiced by the St. Louis Smoke In- 
spector. Parker contends that it is 
easier to secure smoke: abatement py 
persuading smoke violators to obey the 
law by installing smoke devices, than 
to file prosecutions. 

More cases have been filed in the 
two months sincé Col. James G. But- 
ler donated funds and inspectors to as- 
sist the Women’s Organization’ for 
Smoke Abatement than were filed by 
Parker in the last year.

The funeral of Milton Meyer, whd was 
killed in ‘a fire Friday afternoon in the 
Essex Building, will take place this aft- 
ernoon from the home, 4822 Delmar 
boulevard.

which occupied the fifth floor of the 
Essex Building, at 817-23 Washington 
avenue, and Meyer was employed by 
him. 

Meyer became confused-.after the 
alarm was tyrned in, and after. he had 
entered the enclosed concrete stairway 
which served as one of the fire es- 
capes he apparently thought escape be- 
low was cut off. He went from the 
fifth up to the seventh floor, entered 
there and was killed by the fire and 
smoke.

Keon proposes to establish 
a munitipal coal and wood yard where 
fue] will be sold at cost, 
plies constantly on hand. Grafton 
dealers now, Keon says, do not keep 
coal on hand but only bring in a load 
when it is needed. Keon plans to 
make three kinds of use of the team 
that would be needed to deliver the 
coal. When not'‘doing that he would 
have the horses work on the streets 
and when the city gets a municipal 
fire department the horses would be 


jiavailable to haul the fire laddies to 


the conflagrations, 

Keon, who served three months in 
the Grafton jail rather than pay an 
obnoxious ‘poll tax and would have 
served six months if his friends had 
not paid the tax for him, feels that 
his “martyrdom” wag not in vain. 
Following his release the poll tax 
was abolished and now he ig trying 
to defeat William Journey, the 3800- 
pound Mayor of Grafton, who had 
him locked up and is seeking re- 
election for a third term. 

Keon is dividing his time between 
his job ag a lead burner at the pow- 
der works, near Grafton, and the ex- 
igencies of the campagin. He makes 
$4 a day when he works, but he pass- 
es up the $4 when duty calls or he 
thinks he is needed to put some gin- 
ger into the campaign. 

He says the first thing he will do, 
if elected, will be to have the village 
accounts overhauled to see how it 
happens that Grafton is $8000 in debt. 
The three saloons have been paying 
$800 a year each and there is other 
revenue and Keon does not think 
there should be a deficit. 

He is not disposed to fight the sa- 
loons. “Local option and probibition 
are like picking leaveg from the 
trees,” he says. “The only way to 
cure an evil ig to get at the root 
of it. And the root of the saloon evil 
igs the private ownership. Saloon- 
keepers are not in that business be- 
cause they like .{t, but to make an 
easy living. I don’t blame anyone 
for wanting to make an easy living.” 

He wantg the city to make. direct 
contracts for its gasoline for street 
lights and save 6 cents a gallon. At 
present, it pays 11 cents to the deal- 
er who gets it, Keon says, for 6 
cents and has it delivered direct. 

By and by Keon wants Grafton to 
have a waterworks, an electric light 
plant and a municipal ice plant: And 
a municipal dance hall, too, like they 
propose to have in Milwaukee. “At 
present,” he says, “the dance halls 
are in connection with the saloons. 
I would take them eway from the bad 
influences of the saloons. I am in 
favor of everythf{ng for elevating the 
people. Of course, we can't do all of 
these things at once. People are like 
ylittle children. They have te  0be 
weaned away from the old ways.” 
Keon’s campaign has been educa- 
tional. “We would rather spend mon- 
ey for bookg and phamplets,” he 
says, “and educate and elevate the 
people, instead of filling them up on 
whiskey and beer to degrade them. I 
explain to the people that if we 
spent more on campaign booze than 
the offices are worth, that they might 
expect us to rob them deaf, dumb 
and. blind.” 

Mayor Journey ig not loosing any 
sleep over. Keon'’s candidacy. He ts 
ponderously skeptical about Grafton 
lining up with Milwaukee by electing 
the ex-martyr to guide the village 
destinies. He has not taken the trou- 
ble to announce a formal ‘platform. 
but Stands on. his record and -is con- 
fdent that the people will return 





him triumphantly to power.

Missouri Senator Declares Dis- 
crimination Was Shown 
Against Editor. 


LODGE AND GORE HELP 


Will — Investigate Conditions 
Brought to Light by Hearing 
of Publisher Myrick. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Senator 
Stone of Missouri, abetted by several 
other members of Congress, sought to- 
day to show that the Postoffice De- 
partment refused to handle the maga- 
zine publications of the Orange Judd 
Co. as second-class matter because they 
had urged their readers to vote against 
the Republican party. Senator Lodge 
took a hand tn the game, but of course 
not to help out Mr. Stone, but because 
of the amazing facts revealed at the 
hearing. 

Herbert Myrick, president of the com- 
pany, was arguing: his cause before 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Britt, when 10 senators and several rep- 
resentatives in the audience began ask- 
ing questions. 

*"Myrick, have you ever had any dif- 
ficulty with the Postoffice Department?”’ 
interrupted Senator Stone of Missouri. 
‘Have your relations with the officials 
at Washington been pleasant?’ 

“Most cordial,’’ replied Mr. Myrick. 
“We have been careful to carry out the 
letter of the law as shown in the pos- 
tal regula P. 

“Ie it a fact that you issued an ex- 
tra editien on Nov. 1, which advised 
your 2,000,000 subscribers te vote the 
Democratic ticket? that the edition was 
called the ‘New Taft tax in a new 
form,’ and that you believed that in 
certain sections of the country this 
edition had the effect of returning Dem- 
ocratio congressman to seats that had 
been filled for years by Republicans?’ 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Myrick. 

A@visea Vote for Democrats. 

“Were your political sentiments ex- 
pressed in a strong manner in that extra 
edition?” asked the Senator from Mis- 
sour. | : 

“Just as strong as the Engiish lan- 
guage could make them.” , 

“You had never before issued an extra 





- edition of that sort before, had you, 


and you had never mixed up in politics 
before?” 

“No,” replied Mr. Myrick. 

“This postdffice investigation into your 
affairs was started shortly after that 
extra edition, was it pot?’ 

Mr. Myrick replied in the affirmative. 

“Do you think the ‘etxra edition’ was 
the real cause that startéd the Postof- 
fice Department on your track?” 

“I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion,” said Mr. Myrick, as the audience 
broke into laughter. 

Mr. Myrick then produced a table 
showing the amount of advertising con- 
tained in various magazines, all of which 
were carried as second-class mai] mat- 
ter. His publications carried about #0 
per cent less than the others, although, 
he said, the department had made no 
investigation into the affairs of the 
other firms and has evinced no intention 
of so doing. 

Tells of Investigation. 

He then proceeded at length into the 
manner by which he had enlarged his 
subscription lists. These methods were 
proper, he said, and were practiced by 
all the popular magazines in the coun- 
try. He said he had never had any 
reason to believe that there was any- 
thing wrong with getting subscribers 
until he found that the Postoffice De- 
partment had a corps of inspectors on 
his trail ferreting out subscribers and 
asking them all sorts of questions about 
the way they subscribed for the publi- 
cations. 

“What right has the Postoffice De- 
partment to go prying into a man’s af- 
fairs of this kind?’ asked Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, addressing Mr. Britt. 
“Can you quote the statute from which 
they derive the authority?’ 

“It ia a matter of postal regulations, 
and I do not know that it is founded 
on any statute,’’ replied the Third As- 
sistant. 

Senator Lodge did not seem satisfied 
with the answer. and stated that he 
would like to get at the bottom of the 
regulations that allowed such condi- 
tions to . exist. . 

Continuing, Mr: Myrick said that he 
found it advisable to pay agents to go 
out and get subscriptions, and he knew 
that some magazines paid as much as 
9 per cent of the sale price of their 
publications for the subscriptions. 

“What business is it of the Postoffice 
Department how much it costs a man 
to get subscriptions as long as he re- 
turns to those subscribers a dollar's 
worth for a dollar spent?’’ asked Sen- 
ator Chamberlain of Oregon. 

Mr. Britt said it would take a long 
time to explain, and he would thereby 
take up a great deal of Mr, Myrick's 
time for argument. 

Mr. Myrick then exhibited a printed 
eireular containing a list of ques- 
tions concerning the subscriptions 
which the Postoffice Department had 
sent to every postmatser who handled 
his magazines. The postmaster was 
ordered to privately “quiz” the sub- 
scribers to ascertain how they came 
to subscribe and to ask many other 
questions of @ private nature. 

“Great Scott,” said Senator Gore of 
Oklahoma, “has this department re- 
ancient inquisition?

LONDON, April 15.—Lecturing before 
the Simple Life Conference and Exhibi- 
tion at Caxton Halil, Dr. J. Stenson 
Hooker has given England the new 
health ideal of “posturing and posing.’’ 
The title is descriptive. Your postures 
and poses do not merely indicate, but 
actually bring about your health condi- 
tions, Dr. Hooker asserts. Here is a 
sample prescription for the new medi- 
cine: 

“Plant your feet firmly and squarely 
cn the ground, throw back your shoul- 
ders, foid your arms and swear in most 
emphatic terms that you are strong, 
healtby, and well. Do this for a few 
rninutes every evening, and even if tiis 
is not how you actually feel, maintai. 
by your physical and mental attitude 
that ft is your condition, and you will 
soon find that it becomes so, and that 
you are not really telling lies.” 

Dr. Hooker does not rest on the the- 
ory that this brings about a mental 
condition which will result in one’s con- 
trolling his physical health. He asserts 
that the effect is physical. It stirs up 
the currents of feeling which act on the 
nerves, he says, and these in turn act 
on the blood vessels. Thus we become 
ditferent beings. 

With regard to posture in general, Dr. 
Hooker dwelt on the fact that the ma- 
jority of persons assumed a wrong atti- 
tude of body from the moment they got 
out of bed in the morning. 

“Most men and many women,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘begin the day by shuffling across

Whether to Mount Them Be- 
cause He Has Sued Owner. 


MILLIONAIRE’S HOBBY 


Specimens of Trophies of Land, 
Water and Sky Mounted With 
Painted Background. 


A rainbow trout 22 inches long and 
a large-mouth black bass 20 inches 
long, beauties of the finny  tpibe, 
owned by H. Clay Pierce, the multi- 
millionaire oil magnate, are in the 
taxidermy studio of Frank Schwarz, 
1809 Lafayette avenue, awaiting or- 
Gers from Pierce. Schwarz is unde- 
cided whether Pierce has forgotten 
he sent the fish to be mounted, or 
has changed his mind since Schwarz 
sued him last week for $1040.70 for 
other specimens mounted and deliv- 
ered. 

The bass and trout, each a perfect 
specimen of its class, were sent to 
the Schwarz studio several months 
ago from Pierce’s summer home ifn 
Wisconsin. They were caught by the 
millionaire in the private lakes ef his 
estate. Pierce notified Schwars. that 
he would send photographs of the 
lakes where the fish were caught, and 
wanted the backgrounds to be ofl 
paintings of the lakes, giving the 
mounted fish the appearance of swim- 
ming naturally in the water. 

The fish have been prepared for 
mounting, but Pierce has failed to 
send the photographs of the lakes. 
The basis of the suit for $1040.70 filed 
by Schwarz against Pierce in the Clr 
cuit Court is 32 cases of birds end 
animals mounted with oll painting 
backgrounds. This is a process orig- 
inated by Schwarz and is the vogue 
in fashionable homes of wealthy 
hunters in many countries who de- 
sire to preserve specimens killed on 
their trips. Animals and birds 
shipped to St. Louis from South Afri- 
ca, Burope, New York, Canada and 
other parts of the world have been 
mounted by Schwarz by this method. 

Modeled in 32 Cases. 

In March, 1910, Schwarz received 4 
letter from Pierce in Mexico instruct- 
ing him to mount by the new method, 
modeling them in 82 cases, 50 birds 
and animals killed by Pierce and have 
them ready for ingpection on his re- 
turn May 1, Sohwars says.

WILL BE FOUCHT 
INAIR SAYS FLYER

Glenn H. Curtiss, Visiting St. 
“Louis, Tells of Progress in 
Navigation by Aeroplane. 





Skflled aviators hold the future of na- 


tions in their hands, in the opinion of 
Glenn H.- Curtiss, aviator and builder 
of aeroplanes, who spent yesterday in 
St. Leuls. Future wars will be battles 
for the supremacy ef the air, and there 
will be monster warships built in the 
future, he said during his stay at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

“A thousand aeroplanes can be built 
for the price of one warship,” he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Suppose an 
attacking fleet of battleships should 
appreach a United States ceast, ac 
companied by a shipload of aeroplanes. 
The ships would send out aeroplane 
scouts to locate the American defense. 
The first thing the American officers 
would do would be to send out a fleet 
ef acroplanes to sight the attacking 
enemy. 

“The aeroplane armies of scouts would 
meet in the air and a battle woul he 
fought before the warships got chlese 
enough together to damage one another. 
Battles are won or lest in a play for 
position, directed from the seat of gov- 
ernment of the fleets or armies. The 
airships will expose the positions occu- 
pied by the opposing forces and make a 
play fer position impossible, except in 
battles in the alr. 

Why He Didn’t Fly Here. 

Curtiss was accompanied by his wife, 

and was the guest of Albert Bond Lam- 
bert, president of the St. Louis Aero 
Club. He was on his way to his home 
in Hammondsport, N. Y., from the Pa- 
cific Coast, where he has spent four 
months instructing marines and army 
men in the use of aeroplanes. 
“ Curtiss told why he disappointed 
immense crowds in Forest Park al- 
most five years ago. At that time 
the people were told that the wind 
was too strong to allow navagation 
of the air. 

“The aviation ground in Forest 
Park was unsuitable for flights,” 
he said. “The runway was too short 
to enable the aeroplane to rise 
a@bove the trees without flying over 
the heads of the people. Then, if | 
got into the air, there was only one 
turn possible and that was at one 
end of the field. There were no safe 
landing places for an emergency. I+ 
would have had to take dangerous 
chances. 

“Tf I had taken all of the chances 
offered me and sometimes insisted 
upon since I have been im the fly- 
ing game, I would not be here to 
tell the tale. I would have broken 
my neck many times.” 

Curtiss said that ayiation is in the 
exhibition stage now, and is just 
beginning to enter the commercial 
stage.

Aerial Races Next. 

“The next step will be aeroplane 
races similar to auto races for the 
Vanderbilt cup and other trophies,” 
\he said. “Then aeroplanes will be 
used as a sport by wealthy amateur 
birdmen until the novelty wears off. 
Then: they will come into. common 
use. 

“That closely follows the growth 
of. the automobile.” 

Curtiss declared that the tests of 
shooting at a kite by s hooters.

“Soldiers whom I have instructed 
have told me they feel safer in the 
air than on the ground. It is pretty 
hard to shoot a man in an aeroplane 
a mile above the ground, flying a mile 
a minute. 

“The battleship has 
height of its usefulness. The aero- 
plane is just beginning. In the next 
war I expect to see warships de- 
stroyed by aeroplanes. 

Thinks Lambert WIll Lose. 

“This can be done by sacrificing the 
life of one man to destroy a war- 
ship and. tts whole crew. An aero 
plane, carrying 1000 pounds of ex- 
Plosive can hover about a battleship 
and destroy it by dropping the gx- 
plosive accurately, or diving into the 
ship with the dynamite. The aviator 
would be killed, but it would do sev- 
eral hundred times the damage to the 
attacking ndvy.”’ 

When told that Lambert had made 
a bet of $1000 that within two years 
an aviator in an aeroplane would 
cross the Atlantic Ocean in 48 hours, 
Curtiss smiled and said that he be- 
lieved Lambert would lose the wager. 

“I believe that within five years 
some daring aviator will cross the At- 
lantic in an aeroplane, but I do net be- 
lievé it will be dene within two years,” 
he declared. ‘The greatest problem of 
a flight of that kind to be solved is to 
carry sufficient fuel for the trip. Land- 
ings on the water will have to be made, 
too.” 

Curtiss is enthusiastic concérning the 
future of H. A. Robtneen, the St. Louis 
bey whe is a member of the Curtiss 
flock of birdmen. 

“Robinsen is a skilled mechanic, and 
is careful and Conservative,” Curtiss 
said. “He is daring enough to draw 
cheers from the spectators, but is calm 
and deliberate. He flies one of my 
fastest machines. 

Robinson Not Superstitious. 

“He has no superstition about the 
number 18 unless it is that he con- 
siders itt lucky. He has numbered his 
machine 13, and insists in being No. 13 
in all races or contests. He occupies 
berth No. 13 in sleeping cars if it can 
be had, and asks for a room with 13 
in its number at hotels. He sits in 
front of a large’No. 13 on the radiator 
of his aeroplane in all flights.”’ 
“Curtiss said that passenger traffic 
by aeroplane is a matter of only a few 
years, but believes that four passen- 
gers will be the limit of practical ma- 
chines. 

After inspecting Kinloch field, Bads 
Bridge, and other points of interest, 
Curtiss and hig wife left at 11:35 p. m. 
yesterday for New Yerk. He said be- 
fore he left that he expects, to have sev- 
efal aeroplanes manned by his avia- 
tors at the aviation meet in St. Lolls 
this summer or fall, the date of which 
has not been decided.

The purpose of his visit to .the United 
States is to foster the movement for uni- 
versal peace, and he lectures under the aus- 
pices of the American Association for Inter- 
national Conciliation. 

That he is well qualified to speak on that 
subject is attested by the fact that in 1909 
he was awarded the Nobel prize for his ef- 
forts in behalf of peace. 

Baron de Constant is a great citizen of 
the world. He is a Senator of France, an 
officer of the Legion of Honor; a member 
of the Court of The Hague and of the Sec- 
ond Peace Conference. He is one of France's 
ablest lawyers. A notable graduate of the 
School of Oriental Languages, he has been 
Minister Plenipotentiary from France to the 
Court of St. James.

-efuel to animals has no pity for his child, for 
his wife, for his neighbor, for the people at 
_ large. It is all a single problem; there can be 
neither internal nor external security for & 
country where violence goes unchecked. 
Violence is the common enemy. Humanity is

In America and in the English colonies her tri- 
umph is complete, In a country peopled by im- 
migration the position of woman rises rapidly 
as the result of the spirit of liberty and of the 
full exercise of her responsibility. She could 
not live at all if the general interest did not pro- 
tect her energetically aga'nst the rigors of the 
new environment. Through her are kept alive 
the memories of the distant fatherland, of the 
forefathers, of the abandoned hearth; she ‘is the 
hope of the new race; she is the good fairy; she 
represents comfort, to say nothing of charm. It 
is not astonishing that she should turn this re- 
versal of position to her own profit and to the 
profit of her children. Within a few years I 
have seen the accomplishment of great advances 
in America in the educa- 
tion of women and of 
children, and as an in- 
evitable consequence, in 
education toward peace. 
Nothing, indeed, com- 
pares in importance with 
this fundamental work. 

Woman now rules her 
husband afd the child 
rules the household. 
This change is well il- 
lustrated by the charm- 
ing story of an American 
grandfather at a family 
dinner. When asked if 
he liked the chicken’s 
wing, he replied: “I 
have never tasted _ it. 
When I was < youngster | 
it went to our parents; today it goes to our 
children.” These children, spoiled though some 
of them may be, are free beingg At a memor- 
able meeting in Rew York, when I spoke to an 
audience of children, they seemed to me to be 
the direct heirs of the generosity of their fore- 
fathers; the emancipation of the slave, perhaps, 
did more for the liberators than for those who 
were freed. : 

The same thing has happened in the Scandi- 
navian countries, where the people have grown

erty. In Russia, and thence throughout the in- 
tellectyal world, the works of Tolstoy, especial- 
ly. the “Resurrection,” make the strongest of pleas 
in favor of woman, while the Russian spirit, as 
shown in its literature and its art, is essentially 
a cry for justice and against war.

DARE not speak of Germany lest I should 
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the governments of today, which have never 
ceased to fear her, it is for these very weapons— 
it is for her wiles that she pays, even more than 
for her physical weakness. Let us be frank; 
woman has always had against her the govern- 
mental tradition, and consequently discrimatory 
legislation. The Salic law is something else than 
the law ofthe strongest. History makes it clear 
that it is a law of public safety. Why should 
this be? 

Every autocratic government fears woman and 
her influence. The general,‘and as a result the 
soveré?gn, sees in her an elément of danger. ‘This 
distrust spreadsfrom high to low. “Cherchez la 
femme!” She is the obstacle which autocracy 
always seeks, and sometimes finds, in its path. 
How can the absolute power of a pope, a sultan 
or a Napoleon, which requires each man to be a 


limp chattel—absolutely without volition for him-. 


self or for his own—how, in a word, can reasons 
of state be reconciled with the intangible resist- 
ance of woman, as she deferds the spirit pf fam- 
ily, of child, of home? 

No goéd general on campaign has ever wished 
his soldiers to be laying 
up money and thus bear- 
ing witness to their de- 
sire for long life, and so 
the best soldier hag too 
often been the most dis 
reputable. citizen. To 
Say nothing of the lan- 
guage of the camp and 
the manners of the bar- 
racks, this explains the 
deliberate scorn with 
which military fanatics 
have always looked down 
upon woman. 

In the exaltation of 
mysticism or ambition 
the first step is in- 
variably to thrust aside, 
as worthless, the wom- 
an, the child and the family. Under sucha 
regime there are no jokes too brutal to be 
aimed at the head of a family or at family 
virtues, and thus, indirectly, at woman her- 
self. No governmental tyranny, no policy of 
exploitation and conquest is conceivable in a 
country where woman is free and untrammeled, 
and hence the need of a policy of keeping her 
silently in the background, instead of giving her 
her opportunity. Let her be obedient ahd not 
mieddle. This is her first duty. 


In'the Orient, in Italy, in Spain, the tradi- 
tions’ of the Roman Empire and the Roman 
Church impose this duty on her. In France 
we have in addition the traditions of Louis 
XIV and Napoleon. In these days of the wet 
hurse, the boarding school and the barracks, 
everything tn our French education separates 
the son from his mother and from: his family. 
Think of what used to become of a boy _after 
seven years of obligatory military service! 

Our literature, in its folly, bears witness 
that woman is the reat obstacle to the spirit 
of conquest. Lamentations about the anti-mill- 
tary spirit in France are being dinned into our 
ears. Men seem really willing to regard this 
&s a new product, one of the wretched fruits 
e republican regime. This is not so. The 
talk about anti-militarism is louder here than

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“elsewhere, as is that about all similar diffi-

there is more, in Germany, in England, in 

Russia. It has nothing to do with the 
form of government. To a greater or less de 
gree it has always existed everywhere. Its ex- 
istence does not lessen in any degree the certainty 
that every Frenchman apd every Frenchwoman 
would rise, as they did in the Revolution, to de- 
fend the soil and the liberties of the nation, just 
as every woman would gladly die in the defense 
of her child; violence callg ont violence and re- 
volt. There is no great need for elaborate praises 
to affirm this nor for extraordinary insight to 
understand it, if one knows: France. 

Tt ig because this is so that the overwhelming 
majority of the people, reluctant to carry to others 
a war which they would repel at home, fave no 
desire for new imperial wars, or campaigus 
of conquest. The doctrine of republican

Brooks home in Chicago, and this was moved to 
West Hammond. The mansion on the boulevard 
was closed up. Miss Brooks abandoned her 
friends, all that she held’: most dear in life, for 
the sake of a principle. She became a West Ham- 
mondite. . 

To a representative of the Post-Dispatch Sun- 
day Magazine Miss Brooks, seated in the parlor 


of her little home in West Hammond, told her ; 


story. 
“It did ‘not take me long to know that vice 


held full sway in the village,” she said, “and to 
learn that vice was condoned, and even encour- 
aged by those who had been elected to office. 


Grab! Grab! Grab! 


“T began to dig into the matter, and the revela- 
tions were surprising. I fouad a most amazing 
condition of affairs. The ‘ring’ was in full con- 
trol, and it levied its blackmail right and left, 
and the poor people, the men who worked all day 


and all night in the big steel mills, who had . 


saved penny by penny the money with which to 
buy little homes for themselves and their fam- 
ilies, were the sufferers. 3 

“I found that .the town’s money was being 
squandered; that there was no system; that it 
seemed to be a case of ‘grab, grab, grab,’ all the 
time. I called attention to these things, and I 
was laughed at. I was only a woman, and was 
harmless in the eyes of those ringsters. 

“T tried to talk to my neighbors about it, but 
I found that I was handicapped by not knowing 
their language. I went to work and learned ‘to 
speak Polish enough to make myself understood. 
‘Then I began to visit the homes at night and talk 
things over. I wasn’t very cordially received at 
first, -but soon they began to laok upon me as a 
friend. Now these men and women know that 
I am their friend.” ' 

There are men in West Hammend now, great 
hulks of men, bent with toil, dull of face, but 


true at heart, who would lay down their lives: 


for Virginia Brooks. 

“Then I started my work anew,” continued 
earnest Miss Brooks. “We organized, we and 
the neighbors, and before very long the officials 
of the village knew that there was going tobe 
something doing in West Hammond 
a mass meeting to-protest against conditions. I 
talked and told them the truth about certain mat- 
ters. (I did not hesitate to tell where I thought 
the blame lay. I called hames, and told the facts 
as my investigations had revealed them. 

“The officers laughed at me. Then I took a 
petition to State’s Attorney John E. W. Wayman 
of Cook County, and asked him to investigate the 
charges I made. I was prepared to go to 
the Governor of Illinois if necéssary, but it wasn’t.

How She Beat Them. 


“Then the village officials thought it would 
be a fine scheme to incorporate as a city, so they 
would have more power, and could do more as 
they pleased.

Only One Peace. 

Miss Brooks learned that defective bricks were 
being used ih the pavement of 154th street. 
She found that the grade was not propérly 
established and got busy. She went before the 
Board of Local Improvements and demanded 
that contractors Egberg and Nétterslorn stop 
work. The board told the plucky girl that she 
could go where it was much hotter than it was 
in West Hammond @nd instructed the contract- 
drs to go ahead. Miss Brooks is nothing if not 
resourcefuj. She rounded up 150 Polish women, 
ordered them to arm ‘themselves with mop 


handles and. broomsticks and charge the brick 


pavementlayers. There were negroes, and they 
fled before the girl and her Amazonian aids. 
The contra*tors summoned the police and a 
squad of bluecoats ordered the girl to leave. 
Miss Brooks refused and officer John Oksaj 
turned on one of the women and seized her by 
the arm. In trying to get away the woman, 
Mrs. Jacob Sicora, fell and broke her arm. Miss 
Brooks then called the policeman a coward and 
he started to arrest her, She struck him so 
hard or the face that he retreated.

Hugh Tevis died in January of 1902. July of 
the following year found Mrs. Tevis the guesi 
of honor on the “Sea Fox,” a yacht owned by 
Anson Phelps Stokes, and chartered by a New 
York clubman, Arthur Kemp. At Bar Harbor, 
where she spent the summer months, she was 
surrounded by a small] army of admirers, and 
ended the seaSon by becoming engaged to an 
old flame, Ernest A. Wiltsee of Denver.

The winter in Paris was triumphant. She al- 
ready had bowed before the thrones of Great 
Pritain and of Spain. Now she drew into her 
salon in Paris the greatest men and women in 
social and diplomatic life. A Frenchman of dis- 
tinction said: ‘Mrs. Tevis has the most cosmo- 
politan of Parisian salons and the most Parisian 
of cosmopolitan salons Paris has ever known.” 


Princess Eulalie, an infanta of Spain, was her 
‘most intimate friend, and her magnificent home 
in the Rue Alfred de Vigny, overlooking the pret- 
ty little parc Monceau, harbored such distin- 
guished personages as the Countess de Portales, 
Lord Elphinstone, the Duchess de Rohan, Mar- 
quise St. Paul, Marquise St. Joseph, Mme. Jean 
Bally, Prince de Leon, Don Fabian Colonna,

Paget; Comte de Jamete!, and many other savants 
of Europe. 

Both Parisian Paris and the American Colony 
were astounded when a complaint for the divorce 
of the popular couple was filed.

HOW MARK TWAIN'S COOLNESS. 
- SAVED THE LIVES OF HIS CREW 


a A STORY of the heroism of Mark Twain when 


told by Gapt. Grant Marsh in the book, “The 
Conquest of the Missouri.” Heé says: 

“But the second: pilot of the A. B. Chambers, 
a smopth-faced young fellow, whose quiet and re- 
tiring manner did not prevent him from being 
very popular with all -his associates, proved a 
most excellent navigator, knowing his river thor- 
oughly and possessing the judgment to make the 
best use of his knowledge. This young man was 
familiarly known as Sam Clemens, who since be- 
came the most famous and beloved of American 
humorists, Mark Twain. An incident showing his 
almost instinctive familiarity with the snares of 
the hig river occurred while the Chambers was 
making her second trip to New Orleans. 

“The weather had been very cold and on the 
day the Chambers sailed from St. Louis, masses 
of floating ice filled the channel. rendering prog- 
ress difficult. The next afternoon, when about 
165 miles below St. Louis. two miles from 
the town of Commerce, Mo,;the boat was hugging 
the shore of Powers Island‘to avoid the grinding 
pack of the mid-channel, when she went hard 
aground on the foot of the island. No effort 
availed to get her off and soon the fuel gave out. 
The cabin was full of passengers and the lower 
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When the ‘‘Chambers’’ went ashore 
he safely steered a yawl 
past a breaking ice gorge 

in the. Mississippi. 


deck laden with iivestock, so it was imperative 
that she should be floated as soon as possible. 

“In common with al] the boats of her day, the 
Chambers burned wood in her furnaces.

The drifting ice fre- 
quently jammed in the cut, leaving a. space of 
open water in front, until the voluthe of cakes, 
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piling up behind, would break the gorge and the 
whole mass would come sweeping down resist- 
lessly. To cross a small boat through one of 
those spaces of open water, into which at any 
moment the grinding cakes might rush, was an 
extremely hazardous undertaking, bit there 
was no other way of reaching Commerce. 

“With anxious eyes the little party in the yaw! 

When the ice 
jammed above no man could tell whether it would 
remain stationary long enouch for them to :ross 
or break and overwhelm them in midchannel.

When Younger was pardoned, eight years ago, 
and left prison, he sometimes yielded to sullen 
moods. While librarian of the penitentiary he 
had, like Oscar Wilde, written his ‘“‘De Profundis,” 
in which he reviewed his life and the lessons of 
virtue it ineulcated by the “horrible example” 
method. But his reform was passive. It was not 
until after the birth’of his niece that he was grad- 
ually led to see that he owed also an active vir- 
tue to society. A year ago he began reciting his 
“De Profundis,” in the form of a moral lecture, 
before church organizations and chautauquas. It 
has been praised by William Jennings Bryan. 


In referring President Taft to his services in 
the Confederate Army, Younger \made no idle 
boast, according to the testimony of those against 
whom he fought. When only 18 years old, “the 
white-haired boy” of Shelby’s brigade, he per- 
formed a feat of gallantry which became widely 
known, . :

Foster, who command- 
ed the Union forces during the battle.

“my attention was called to a young Confederate 
riding in front of the Confederate l'ne, distribut- 
ing ammunition to the men from what seemed to 
be a ‘splint basket.’

have been practically the same as the present - 
American, flag as regards number and tincture 
of the stripes—more heraldically denominated 
“bars”—since “stripes” are perpendicular, while. 
“bare” are longitudinal. 

, The union of this remarkable flag was a red 
cross on a white field or union, and its 13 stripes 
floated in American waters and over Amprican 
lands 73 years before any such devite was offi- 
clally recognised as typically American. This 
flag wae at the Louvre, Paris, in 1900, the exhibit 
being marked “Kast Indian Company's Ensign, 
London, 1704.” In 1649, on Feb. 28, just 83 years 
before Washington's birth, thé English Parlia- 
‘ment @ecreed that “ships at sea shall display a 
‘Rew fing consisting of a red crows in union, and 
tn a Dive field a yellow (or) harp, representing 
Ireland.” 

As early as 1684 the colony of Massachusetts at- 
— ba establish a ageing colony flag. 
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In a letter to Capt. Thomas Noyes of Newbury, 
Mass., N. Saltonstall writes: 

“In ye major general's letter, I have ordered 
also to require you which I herein do, with all 
convenient speed to provide a flight of colors for 
Your foot company * * * to be green with a 
rel cross, with a white field in the angle.” 

Two Years later, under the rigid rule of the 
Governor, Sir Edmund Andross, this green flag 
of Massa€husetts was hauled down, and the flag 
of King James I, with the British crosses, was 
re-established in New England. 

The’ green flag was, according to English her- 
aldry, a “sign of hope,” and this is the earliest 
‘and first reference regarding it. The flag was 
actually made and displayed, of which there is 
no doubt, as in an old English work on heraldry 
it is deserftbed as “Colors of Capt. Noyes’ com- 
pany, Massachusetts Bay, 1684.”’ 

New England’s people did not like the idea of 
submitting tamely to the tyrannical orders of 
the Governor, but their weakness impelled obe- 
dience to the czar-like attitude of the British offi- 
cials. Moreover, the Puritans of New England 
were averse to the worship and display of the 
cross Or emblém of Christ. Therefore, in the con- 
fedéracy which was formed of the New England 
states in 1643, they voted to “Také off the cross, 
because ft is an idolatreus symbol, and place in- 
stead a rose, a tree or other natural object in 
place of the cross.” 

Hence in many of the early colonial flags which 
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‘in dexter quarter, field of flag red;” the other 


form a flag which would express that the colonies 
had united in defense of their homes, but still 
manifesting a love for English historical tradi- 


tion.

waved over our possessions under the rule of 
the Puritans, the cross was missing and its place 
taken by the pine tree, a flower, or even an out- 
line of the globe (intended to represent the new 
world) blazoned on baekgrounds of various tints. 

A flag owned by Mrs. Craig, a distant relative 
of Gen. Craig of Revolutionary fame, has the 
crosses of Saints George and Andrew on a blue 
field.. The remainder of the flag is red and upon 
it a coiled rattlesnake in attitude to strike, and 
under it the significant words, “Don’t tread on 
me.” ‘The date of this flag is important, as it 
would illustrate the first direct attempt to claim 
certain rights for the colonies. The dual crosses 
in the union betoken allegiance to England, yet 
the symbolic snake and the expressive motto 
plainly indicate a threat against too much inter- 
ference by the mother country. 

Another and later use of the serpent device and 
motto, “Don’t tread on4me” was that of the South 
Carolina troops of the Confederate army, who 
employed it on their flag during the Civil War.
